No  Word  Yet  on  Upper  School’s  Renovations 


FOI  Responses  Shed  Little 
Light  on  the  Matter 

The  Quincy  Upper  School's  first 
senior  class,  class  of  '06,  will  be 
in  college  by  the  time  the  Upper 
school  is  renovated,  and  if 
things  keep  going  the  way  they 
have  been,  the  same  goes  for 
next  year's  senior  class. 

A  $13  million  fund  ear¬ 


marked  for  the  renovations  of 
the  school's  new  home  in  the 
former  Lincoln  School  building 
has  not  been  touched  and  has 
sat  for  nearly  three  years  in  an 
account  in  Citizens  Bank  under 
the  authority  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  BRA  fund,  which  has  so 
far  earned  nearly  $480,000  in 
interest,  was  created  by  a  pay¬ 


ment  from  Millennium  Partners, 
who  signed  a  lease  agreement  in 
2003  with  the  BRA,  the  city's 
development  arm. 

The  city  had  long  promised 
the  school  would  move  out  of  its 
original  Washington  Street 
building  and  into  a  larger  build¬ 
ing  by  2004.  That  year,  the 
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Historic  Chinatown  Building 
In  Need  of  Expensive  Repairs 

Owner  Says  It's 
Trying  to  Repair 
Structure 

A  pre-Civil  War  building  in 
Chinatown  that  served  as  the 
first  graded  middle  school  in  the 
United  States  and  has  links  to 
revered  education  reformer 
Horace  Mann  is  beginning  to 
deteriorate  and  become  a  poten¬ 
tial  public  safety  hazard. 

The  building,  the  former 
Quincy  School  at  90  Tyler  St., 
which  is  considered  of  national 
historic  importance,  has  several 
expensive  problems,  including  a 
cracked  facade,  a  damaged 
chimney  that  is  coming  apart, 
and  damaged  windows. 

The  former  school  house's 
owner,  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association,  says  it  has  been 
renovating  the  brick  structure. 

But,  the  CCBA  maintains  that  a 
lack  of  funding  has  prevented  it 
from  completing  the  repairs. 

"When  I  took  office,  I  saw  a 
lot  of  problems.  I  just  tried  to  fix 
them  as  much  as  I  could,"  said 
Roman  Chan,  who  two  years 
ago  became  board  president  of 
the  CCBA.  Michael  Wong,  who

heads  Chinatown's  crime  watch 
and  is  next  in  line  for  the  CCBA 
presidency,  said  he  plans  to 
focus  on  overseeing  the  build¬ 
ing's  repairs  as  well. 

The  CCBA,  a  Chinatown 
nonprofit  that  was  entangled  in 
controversy  from  the  1980s  up 


until  a  few  years  ago,  bought 
the  old  school  house  from  the 
City  of  Boston  for  $1  in  1983. 

Chan  said  that  many  of  the 
problems  with  the  building 
started  before  his  administration 
took  over  the  CCBA  after  a  legal 
battle  with  the  old  leaders  of  the 


nonprofit.  In  addition,  ground 
water  conditions  could  have 
contributed  to  the  damage,  some 
observers  speculate. 

Chan  said  that  the  CCBA  has 
been  trying  to  raise  money  to

Asian  American  Bank  Merger  Final 


When  leaders  of  UCBH 
Holdings  came  to  Boston  last 
August  to  announce  their  plans 
to  buy  Asian  American  Bank, 
they  did  so  like  a  multi-billion- 
dollar  bank  would:  They 
reserved  a  function  room  at  the 
Ritz-Carlton  hotel  and  provided 
a  fine  catered  lunch  of  rolls, 
chicken-avocado  salad  and 
dessert. 

When  the  bank  holding  com¬ 
pany  returned  to  meet  the  com¬ 
munity  on  Monday  night,  a  day 
before  the  merger  closed,  they 
did  so  Chinatown-style:  They 
invited  scores  of  nonprofit,  busi¬ 
ness  and  political  leaders  for  a 
Chinese  dinner  at  China  Pearl 
restaurant. 

UCBH,  a  bank  holding  com¬ 


pany  based  in  California  and 
owner  of  United  Commercial 
Bank,  officially  acquired  the 
Chinatown-headquartered  Asian 
American  Bank  on  November  29. 

Both  banks  were  founded  by 
Chinese  immigrants  and  special¬ 
ize  in  serving  immigrants  from 
China.  UCBH  was  founded  in 
1974  in  San  Francisco  while 
Asian  American  Bank  was 
founded  in  1993  in  Chinatown, 
Boston. 

UCBH  says  its  new  Boston- 
area  branches  will  continue  to 
serve  the  same  market  as  Asian 
American  Bank  did,  and  they 
have  installed  the  former  bank's 
president  Raymond  Tung  to 
operations  in  Boston. 

"I  must  admit.  I've  got  butter¬ 


flies  in  my  stomach,"  said  former 
Asian  American  Bank  president 
Raymond  Tung  at  the  dinner  at 
China  Pearl. 

Tung  said  that  when  he  first 
became  president  of  Asian 
American  Bank,  he  thought  he 
would  be  "relaxing  in  his  twi¬ 
light  years." 

"I,  frankly  speaking,  didn't 
know  what  was  ahead  of  me,"  he 
said.  "I  am  definitely  not  (relax¬ 
ing)  in  my  twilight  years." 

Tung  has  indicated  that 
United  Commercial  Bank,  which 
has  $7.3  billion  in  assets  and 
nearly  50  branches  and  offices 
from  California  to  China,  will 
have  more  resources  and  growth

make  all  the  needed  renova¬ 
tions.  An  architect  hired  by 
the  CCBA  said  the  renova¬ 
tions  could  cost  up  to  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  though  work  to 
fix  the  most  immediate  prob¬ 
lems  would  be  cheaper. 

For  years,  previous  tenants 
of  the  90  Tyler  St.  building 
have  complained  of  leaking 
ceilings,  nonfunctioning  heat, 
drafty  windows  and  overall 
disrepair.  In  January,  nearly  a 
year  ago,  Boston  Inspectional 
Services  Department  cited  the 
building  for  unsafe  mainte¬ 
nance  because  the  chimney  is 
separating  from  the  structure, 
the  masonry  is  cracked,  and 
the  window  panes'  lintels  are 
coming  apart.  Then  in  July, 
the  building  was  agayi  cited 
as  unsafe  and  dangerous 
when  part  of  the  front  facade 
fell  off  onto  the  sidewalk  and 
windows  were  found  to  be 
pulling  away  from  the  build¬ 
ing. 

An  Inspectional  Services 
spokeswoman,  Lisa 
Timberlake,  called  the  viola¬ 
tions  "very  serious,"  but  indi¬ 
cated  that  the  owner  is  work¬ 
ing  with  the  city  to  make 
repairs. 

Directors  of  CCBA  say  the 
nonprofit  has  already  spent 
about  $66,000  on  repairs  and 
renovations  to  the  old  school 
house,  including  $16,000  to 
repair  the  part  of  the  facade 
that  fell  off  last  summer. 
Timberlake  confirmed  that 
some  repairs  had  been  made. 
Chan  said  that  in  December, 
contractors  will  begin  a 
$172,000  project  to  fix  and 
replace  the  aging  windows. 

But  additional  repairs  will 
cost  even  more  money. 
Directors  and  officers  at 
CCBA  gave  differing  esti¬ 
mates  for  the  total  amount 
needed  to  completely  repair 
the  historic  building,  but 
Arthur  Choo,  Jr.,  an  architect

Properties: 

The  CCBA  owns  more  than 
just  its  90  Tyler  St.  headquar¬ 
ters,  which  it  bought  from  the 
city  for  $1  in  1983  and  is  now 
valued  at  $2.5  million.  It  also 
owns: 

■  50  Herald  St.,  which  it  has 
been  renting  to  the  Super  88 
Market,  a  local  Asian  super 
market  chain,  for  the  past 
several  years.

who  was  hired  by  CCBA  as  a 
consultant,  said  total  repairs 
could  cost  as  much  as  $1  mil¬ 
lion.  He  said  he  is  currently 
conducting  tests  to  see  if  the 
foundation  of  the  building 
has  problems  that  could  cause 
further  damage.  Another 
expert  of  historic  buildings 
who  surveyed  the  structure  in 
1997  speculated  groundwater 
conditions  could  have  caused 
the  building  to  settle, 
although  the  director  of  the 
Boston  Ground  Water  Trust 
said  the  area  surrounding  90 
Tyler  St.  does  not  appear  to 
have  groundwater  problems. 

Last  month,  Rosemary 
Yee,  treasurer  of  the  CCBA, 
went  before  the  Chinatown 
Trust,  requesting  a  $250,000 
loan  to  cover  needed  repairs, 
but  was  told  to  return  with 
more  detailed  plans. 

"The  trust  would  like  to 
see  a  long  term  plan  for 
restoration,"  said  Bill  Moy,  a 
trustee.  Moy,  who  was 
involved  with  the  CCBA  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  said  the  build¬ 
ing's  problems  extend  back 
several  years  and  were  exac¬ 
erbated  by  the  neglect  of  pre¬ 
vious  directors.  "It's  an  inher¬ 
ited  problem,"  he  said. 

Chan  and  Yee  also  sug¬ 
gested  that  much  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  with  the  building  were 
ongoing,  and  Yee  said  that  the 
association  is  still  trying  to 
sort  out  past  financial  records 
from  the  association's  previ¬ 
ous  directors.  Chan,  Yee  and 
several  other  directors  came 
on  board  the  CCBA  in 
January  of  2004,  after  a 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  deci¬ 
sion  had  forced  the  CCBA  to 
allow  formerly  expelled  mem¬ 
bers  to  vote  in  a  board  elec¬ 
tion.  The  judge  had  ruled 
months  earlier  that  the 
CCBA's  former  leaders  had 
illegally  removed  the  20 
members  in  1999  from  the 
umbrella  organization. 

The  lawsuit  is  one  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  controversy  that  has 
surrounded  the  nonprofit 
during  the  past  decade-and-a- 
half  prior  to  the  2004  election. 
The  CCBA,  under  previous 
leaders,  had  been  enmeshed 
in  lawsuits  and  accused  of 
mishandling  the  nonprofit's 
finances,  which  are  tax- 
exempt.  In  1999,  the 
Massachusetts  Attorney 
General  took  the  CCBA  to 
court,  accusing  it  of  misman¬ 
aging  funds  and  failing  to 
comply  with  state  regulations 
that  tax-exempt  corporations 
must  follow.  Though  the 
attorney  general  succeeded  in 
forcing  the  nonprofit  to  be 
under  the  control  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  CEO,  many  observers 
questioned  the  effectiveness 
of  the  attorney  general's  inter¬ 
vention,  especially  when,  in 
2002,  the  90  Tyler  St.  building 


came  close  to  being  auctioned 
off  after  a  lien  was  placed  on 
it.  The  CCBA  had  nearly  lost 
its  building  because  it  refused 
to  pay  $500,000  in  loans  and 
legal  fees  it  owed  another 
Chinatown  nonprofit.  A  last 
minute  loan  allowed  the 
CCBA  to  keep  the  building. 

The  CCBA's  past  financial 
and  legal  troubles  and  neglect 
of  the  headquarters  it  pur¬ 
chased  for  $1,  as  well  as  pos¬ 
sible  foundation  settling  or 
ground  water  problems, 
could  now  be  putting  a  his¬ 
toric  resource  of  national  sig¬ 
nificance  at  risk. 

The  building's  history  has 
links  to  education  reform  in 
the  U.S.  as  it  was  the  first 
middle  school  in  the  country 
to  have  separate  grades. 
According  to  a  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission  survey 
by  Arthur  Krim,  the  low-rise 
building  was  designed  in  1847 
by  Boston  architect  Gridley 
J.S.  Bryant  under  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  Horace  Mann,  who  is 
considered  a  leading  figure  in 
U.S.  public  education. 

Although  not  a  landmark, 
the  building  meets  criteria 
needed  to  be  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places, 
according  to  Krim's  survey. 
The  brick  structure  is  Greek 
Revival  in  design  and 
includes  large  sash  windows 
with  panes  capped  by  granite 
lintels,  which  are  in  need  of 
repair. 

Krim  said  the  building  is 
likely  the  oldest,  continuously 
used  school  building  in 
Boston. 

"It  was  a  great  innovation 
in  its  day,"  said  Krim. 

The  building's  long  history 
includes  surviving  a  fire  in 
1858  and  a  hurricane  in  1938. 
Both  events  led  to  renovations 
of  the  building.  After  the  fire, 
which  destroyed  much  of  the 
interior  of  the  school  house, 
the  inside  was  rebuilt  with 
Italianate  stair  posts  and 
heavy  molded-panel  door¬ 
ways.  The  hurricane  led  to  the 
rebuilding  of  the  roof,  which 
was  originally  pointed  and  is 
now  flat. 

Richard  Reed,  who  has 
written  an  upcoming  book  on 
the  school's  architect,  Bryant, 
also  spoke  of  the  building's 
historic  significance. 

"It's  a  rare,  surviving,  pre- 
Civil  War  school  building," 
said  Reed.  Krim  and  Reed 
expressed  concern  that  the 
building  be  preserved  and 
keep  its  historic  features. 

"One  hopes  that  the  group 
could  at  least  maintain  it  in  its 
present  condition  and  then 
maybe  somebody  would 
(eventually)  be  able  to  restore 
missing  features,"  said  Reed.

Group 
Looking  for 
Hudson 
Street  Flood 
Victims  of  ‘03

Two  years  after  flooding 
damaged  several  brick 
homes  on  Tyler  and 
Hudson  Streets  in 
Chinatown,  Chinatown 
Main  Streets  is  making  a 
final  attempt  to  find 
renters  whose  belongings 
were  damaged  and  who 
could  be  eligible  for 
money. 

In  2003,  the  group 
raised  over  $5,000  from 
the  Chinatown  communi¬ 
ty  to  help  victims  of  the 
flooding,  which  was 
caused  by  a  break  in  a  30- 
inch  water  main  pipe. 

"It's  not  a  whole  lot  of 
money,"  said  Debbie  Ho 
of  Chinatown  Main 
Streets,  but  "we're  trying 
to  make  sure  these  people 
get  something  out  of  it." 

Ho  said  that  many  for¬ 
mer  renters  moved  out 
and  never  came  back,  and 
they  could  not  be 
reached.  She  said  the 
group  will  not  give  the 
money  to  landlords  or 
business  owners  or  any¬ 
one  above  basement  level. 
Anyone  who  applies  for 
the  money  must  have 
proof  that  they  lived  in 
basement  apartments  that 
were  damaged  by  the 
flooding. 

They  must  contact 
Chinatown  Main  Streets 
by  January  2.  Any  left 
over  money,  said  Ho,  will 
be  donated. 

During  the  flood  on 
September  17,  2003,  city 
officials  estimated  that  60 
people  were  displaced. 

Water  damaged  dry- 
wall  in  several  buildings, 
as  well  as  furniture, 
refrigerators,  and  family 
valuables.

Quincy  School  Gym  Dispute  Resolved 

Long-Term  Plan 
Lacking

Teens  and  children  who 
use  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School's  gym  everyday 
after  school  almost  faced  a 
closed  door  last  week  when 
the  Boston  Public  School 
department  permitted  the 
Quincy  Upper  School's  bas¬ 
ketball  teams  to  take  over 
the  gym  daily  from  3  to  6 
p.m.  for  practice. 

Shortly  after  the  Boston 
Public  School  department 
filed  for  a  permit  for  the 
upper  school's  basketball 
team  to  have  use  of  the 
gym,  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center, 
which  runs  after-school 
activities  in  the  school  and 
its  gym  in  coordination 
with  Boston  Center  for 
Youth  and  Families,  sought 
community  support  to  have 
the  decision  changed. 

And  it  was.  Days  before 
the  basketball  team  was  to 
begin  using  the  gym,  school 
department  officials 
reached  a  temporary  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  center  so  that 
the  groups  could  share  the 
gym. 

Under  the  plan,  the 
boys  and  girls  basketball 
teams  at  the  upper  school 
will  each  play  one  game  a 
week  at  the  lower  school's 
gym,  allowing  space  for  the 
after  school  activities  the 
remaining  three  days. 

Jonathan  Palumbo, 
spokesperson  for  the  school 
department,  said  that  the 


school  department  has  not 
determined  where  the 
teams  will  practice  while 
not  competing  in  games. 

"We're  taking  one  step 
at  a  time,"  he  said,  adding 
that  this  summer  the  school 
department  will  discuss  a 
long-term  plan  "so  that  this 
issue  does  not  arise  again." 

If  the  issue  does  arise 
again,  so  could  tensions 
between  the  groups 
involved. 

David  Moy,  director  of 
BCNC,  said  that  the  school 
department's  decision  to 
take  the  gym  without  con¬ 
sulting  BCNC  or  the  Boston 
Center  for  Youth  and 
Families  shows  the  depart¬ 
ment  feels  the  Josiah 
Quincy  School  building  is 
entirely  under  its  control. 
But,  he  said,  the  school  was 
built  as  a  community  center 
and  a  school  and  that  the 
BCNC  is  supposed  to  have 
control  over  all  after-school 
activities  in  the  building. 

"They  didn't  even  both¬ 
er  talking  to  us  about  any 
of  this.  They  just  unilateral¬ 
ly  made  a  decision  without 
caring  what  the  ramifica¬ 
tions  would  be,"  said  Moy. 

But  Palumbo  said  gym¬ 
sharing  is  a  problem  that 
other  schools  are  also 
encountering. 

"It's  not  just  the  Quincy 
School  that's  in  the  situa¬ 
tion,"  he  said. 

The  Quincy  Upper 
School's  basketball  teams 
began  competing  with  the 
entire  Boston  Public  School 
system  this  year. 

The  school,  which  began 


in  1999,  has  added  one 
grade  per  year  and  this 
year  started  its  first  senior 
class. 

Years  ago.  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino 
promised  the  school  would 
move  out  of  its  original 
modular  building  on 
Washington  Street  and  into 
a  building  big  enough  to 
accommodate  all  students 
by  2004.  Instead  of  building 
a  new  building,  however, 
the  city  moved  the  school 
into  the  old  Lincoln  School 
building  on  Arlington 
Street.  Because  that  build¬ 
ing  is  in  need  of  renova¬ 
tions,  several  classes  are 
still  held  in  the  original 
Washington  Street  school 
building  and  at  the  Lincoln 
School  building. 

School  officials  have  not 
said  when  the  renovations 
would  begin  and  Bak  Fun 
Wong,  the  Quincy  Upper 
School's  principal,  said  he 
does  not  know  if  a  gym 
will  be  included  in  the 
building's  renovations, 
which  are  to  be  paid  for  in 
part  by  a  $13  million  pay¬ 
ment  from  a  nearby  city 
development  known  as 
Hayward  Place  (see  related 
story  "No  Word  Yet  on 
Upper  School's  Renovations 
or  "Upper  School  Adds 
Senior  Class  But 
Renovations  Still  Stalled"  at 
sampan.org). 

"I  didn't  realize  how 
close  this  was  going  to  hit 
home,"  said  Moy  of  the 
slowed  renovations  of  the 
Quincy  Upper  School.  "If

picked  the  new  building  for 
the)  high  school,  and  they 
wanted  a  gym,  they  certain¬ 
ly  should  have  thought  of 
that...  We  try  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  fact  that  they  have 
a  basketball  team,  but  we 
also  want  to  accommodate 
the  fact  that  there  are  kids 
and  teens  in  this  communi¬ 
ty  that  need  to  have  access 
to  this  gym,"  said  Moy. 

Wong,  who  said  he  sup¬ 
ports  allowing  the  after¬ 
school  programs  use  the 
gym,  said:  "This  whole 
thing  was  initiated  on  a  dif¬ 
ferent  level,"  suggesting  he 
was  not  involved  in  the 
school  department's  origi¬ 
nal  decision  to  take  over 
the  gym. 

When  asked  if  he 
planned  for  a  gym  to  be 
included  in  the  renovations, 
Wong  said:  "We  are  looking 
at  all  options." 


Sexual  Incident  Reported  on  Bus 


An  incident  that  allegedly 
occurred  on  a  bus  headed 
to  Boston  from 
Connecticut  November  27 
is  reported  to  have  hap¬ 
pened  on  a  Chinatown- 
based  bus. 

Neither  Boston  city  nor 
Connecticut  state  police 
have  said  on  which  bus 
line  the  alleged  crime 
occurred,  but  Fox  25  news 
reported  that  it  was 
Chinatown-based 
Sunshine  Travel.  The  bus 
company  did  not  respond 
to  numerous  telephone 
calls  to  confirm  the  report. 

The  bus  on  which  the 
incident  occurred  was 
traveling  from  Mohegan 
Sun  Casino  to  Boston  in 
the  evening  of  November 
27.  According  to  police,  an 
18-year-old  woman  report¬ 
ed  that  a  rider  touched  her 


inappropriately. 

"It  was  a  sexual  contact 
allegation,  which  means 
touching.  (She)  reported 
undesired  sexual  contact," 
said  Sergeant  Paul  Vance, 
spokesperson  of  the 
Connecticut  State  Police 
Department. 

Vance  suggested  that 
earlier  reports  of  rape  were 
not  accurate.  He  gave  few 
details  of  the  crime  and  its 
subsequent  investigation, 
saying:  "We're  in  the  very, 
very  early  stages  of  this." 

/  Boston  Police  also  gave 
little  information. 

"Our  goal  was  to  find 
the  suspect,  which  we  did 
not,"  said  a  spokesperson 
for  the  Boston  Police.  “We 
were  simply  assisting  the 
Connecticut  police."

FOI  Responses  Shed  No  Light  on 
Upper  School’s  $13-M  Renovations 
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school  department  selected 
the  former  Lincoln  School 
building  on  Arlington 
Street  as  the  new  site  for 
the  Quincy  Upper  School 
and  promised  $13  million 
in  renovations.  But  those 
renovations  still  have  not 
begun  and  school  officials 
as  well  as  other  city  offi¬ 
cials  have  yet  to  reveal  spe¬ 
cific  plans  for  the  renova¬ 
tions.  This  year's  senior 
class,  the  first  for  the 
school,  which  started  in 
1999  the  sixth  grade  and 
added  one  grade  per  year, 
will  not  likely  see  renova¬ 
tions  before  graduation. 

A  recent  public  records 
request  from  Sampan  to 
the  Boston  Public  School 
department  shed  virtually 
no  light  on  the  matter. 

When  asked  for  any 
information  regarding  the 
planned  renovations  for 
the  school,  the  department 
responded:  "We  have  no 
such  records  responsive  to 
this  request."  The  same 
answer  was  given  to  ques¬ 
tions  about  any  previous 
renovations,  a  timeline  for 
the  planned  renovations, 
and  when  the  school  will 
move  out  classes  still  in  the 
original  Washington  Street 
school  building  so  that  it 
can  be  developed.  Classes 
are  still  held  in  the 


Washington  Street  building 
because  part  of  the  Lincoln 
School  needs  renovations 
to  allow  full  use  of  space. 
The  Washington  Street 
building,  also  know  as 
Parcel  A,  was  promised  by 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino 
in  2003  to  become  the  site 
of  a  50%  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  complex. 

The  $13  million  fund 
came  from  the  lease  of  a 
plot  of  land  known  as 
Hayward  Place,  which  bor¬ 
ders  Chinatown  and  was 
once  city-owned  property. 
When  the  BRA  put  the  par¬ 
cel  up  for  bid  to  find  a 
developer  for  Hayward 
Place,  it  promised  to  ear¬ 
mark  $13  million  from  the 
transaction  for  the  Quincy 
Upper  School.  In  January 
of  2003,  the  BRA  selected 
Millennium  Partners  to 
lease  and  develop 
Hayward  Place. 

When  asked  through  a 
public  records  request  why 
the  money  had  not  yet  left 
the  BRA's  account  in 
Citizens  Bank,  the  BRA 
responded  that  "the  City  of 
Boston  has  not  yet  request¬ 
ed  a  transfer  of  the  funds." 

The  Sampan  has  not  yet 
received  a  response  to  a 
public  records  request  to 
the  city's  department  of 
capital  construction,  which 
handles  the  design  studies 


and  construction  of  city 
department  buildings.  That 
request  was  sent  on 
November  21. 

Last  summer,  the 
department  said  it  had 
begun  a  $30,000  feasibility 
study  to  determine  what 
renovations  are  needed 
and  how  to  complete  them 
within  the  budget.  The 
money  for  the  study  did 
not  come  from  the  $13  mil¬ 
lion  fund. 

"Once  the  ($13  million) 
is  properly  transferred  and 
the  study  is  completed,  we 
can  move  forward"  with 
the  renovations,  said  Andy 
Hudak,  the  deputy  director 
of  capital  construction,  in  a 
September  2  Sampan  story. 

Also  in  September,  a 
spokesperson  for  the 
Boston  Public  School  sys¬ 
tem  said  the  department 
never  committed  to  com¬ 
pleting  the  renovations  by 
a  specific  date. 

But  mayor  Menino  said 
at  a  press  conference  in 
August  2003  that  the  upper 
school  would  relocate  to 
the  former  Lincoln  School 
site  "in  time  to  welcome 
students  in  September 
2004." 

The  school's  principal, 
Bak  Fun  Wong,  has  indicat¬ 
ed  he  does  not  know  when 
the  renovations  would 
begin.  -Adam  Smith 
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potential  than  Asian 
American  Bank,  which  as 
of  September  had  $130  mil¬ 
lion  in  assets.

plete  changeover  will  likely 
finish  in  spring  of  2006. 

UCBH's  takeover  of 
Asian  American  Bank's 
branches  in  Boston  and 
Quincy  is  one  step  of 
UCBH's  expansion  into  the 
Northeast.  United 
Commercial  Bank  already 
has  four  New  York  City 
branches  and  is  buying  sev¬ 
eral  more  in  that  area  with 
its  planned  acquisition  of 
Great  Eastern  Bank.  With 
over  240,000  Asian  resi¬ 
dents,  Massachusetts  has 
the  tenth  largest  Asian  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  country. 


"The  acquisition  of 
Asian  American  Bank 
allows  us  to  strategically 
enter  the  dynamic  New 
England  market  and  places 
us  in  a  strong  position  to 
capitalize- on  long-term 
retail  and  commercial 
banking  growth  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  the  region,"  said 
Thomas  Wu,  president  and 
CEO  of  UCBH  Holdings. 

Wu  said  New  England 
has  growth  potential  in 
industries  such  as  high  tech 
and  biotech  and  that  the 
merger  will  allow  UCBH  to 
"provide  a  broader  range  of 
services"  to  the  area. 

Wu  promised  he  would 
seek  "guidance"  from 
Chinatown  leaders  to  "bet¬ 
ter  serve  the  community."

China:  What  About  Democracy? 


Two  Academics 
Share  Differing 
Views  on 
Democracy  and 
China  at  Forum

Is  China  becoming  more 
democratic?  Should  we 
care  if  it  is?  These  were  two 
questions  discussed  recent¬ 
ly  during  a  Harvard 
University  John  K. 

Fairbank  Center  forum 
with  two  long-time 
researchers  on  China. 


While  historian  Merle 
Goldman,  professor  emeri- 
ta  of  history  at  Boston 
University,  talked  about 
steps  China  is  taking 
towards  democracy, 
Suzanne  Ogden,  political 
science  professor  at 
Northeastern  University, 
asked  if  democracy  should 
be  the  focus  in  determining 
how  China  can  improve  its 
governance. 

I  "The  international  view 
of  China  is  that  they've  had 
economic  reforms...  but 
they  have  not  had  political 
reforms,"  said  Goldman  at 
the  opening  of  the 
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Educators  for  Social  Responsibility  (ESR)  works  to  make 
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November  18  forum.  "I  say 
that  they  have.  There  are 
political  reforms  underway 
in  China." 

Goldman,  who  has  writ¬ 
ten  several  books  on  China, 
including  her  newest  work, 
"From  Comrade  to  Citizen: 
The  Struggle  for  Political 
Rights  in  China,"  was  part 
of  an  official  delegation 
that  observed  village  elec¬ 
tions  in  China  in  2000. 

Though  the  villagers 
knew  her  delegation  would 
be  watching  the  election, 
she  said,  the  "elections  are 
for  real,"  noting  that  a  large 
group  of  foreign  journalists 
were  allowed  to  view  other 
village  elections  by  surprise 
that  same  day. 

When  her  delegation 
arrived  at  the  polling  site,  it 
was  raining,  yet  some  1,000 
villagers  "were  just  sitting 
in  the  square  waiting  for 
us. ..so  they  could  carry  out 
their  election.  The  minute 
we  got  there,  it  started." 

The  first  election  went 
predictably,  yet  smoothly, 
but  another  election  did 
reveal  a  less-than-perfect 
system. 

During  the  election  for 
the  representative  for  the 
township  council,  Goldman 
recalled  that  a  group  of  vil¬ 
lagers  stood  up  and  said: 
"We  protest  the  nomination 
process.  This  is  a  skewed 
process;  our  man  was  not  a 
nominee." 

"And  they  were  angry.” 
Goldman  said  the  delega¬ 
tion  was  immediately  ush¬ 
ered  away  from  the  polling

site  and  never  saw  what 
happened  afterwards. 

Although  the  elections 
have  not  gone  beyond  the 
village  level  and  have  some 
problems,  Goldman  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  concept  of 
democracy  and  civil  rights 
is  starting  to  emerge  in 
China. 

During  the  election,  she 
asked  a  villager  his 
thoughts  on  voting  for  his 
leader  and  he  responded: 

'"I  like  it  much  better  than 
the  old  system.  See  that 
guy  over  there.  I  just  voted 
for  him.  But  in  three  years, 
if  I  don't  like  what  he  did,  I 
can  get  rid  of  him."1 

"Ordinary  people  are 
beginning  to  articulate  the 
concept  of  rights,  not  just 
economic  rights,  but  also 
political  rights,"  said 
Goldman. 


She  said  she  has  wit¬ 
nessed  demonstrations 
where  the  protesters  held 
up  the  constitution  and 
yelled  that  their  economic 
and  political  rights  are 
being  taken  away. 

"It's  not  just  what 
they're  doing  in  terms  of 
their  actions,  they're  actual¬ 
ly  beginning  to  articulate 
the  concept  (of  rights)." 

Goldman  said  that  as 
China  enters  the  world 
market  and  wants  to  take 
part  in  major  international 
events,  such  as  hosting  the 
Olympics  in  2008,  it  has 
made  small  steps  towards 
democratization  and  shows 
signs  of  bowing  to  interna¬ 
tional  pressure. 

However,  she  said  that 
under  the  leadership  of  Hu 
Jintao,  freedoms  in  China 
may  be  more  restricted 
than  at  the  end  of  Jiang 
Zemin's  previous  term. 

Explaining  this  inane- 
mail  after  the  forum, 
Goldman  said:  "I  was  in 
China  in  September  and 
October  and  interviewed  a 
number  of  prominent  intel¬ 
lectuals  who  told  me  that 
they  had  more  public  space 
in  the  late  1990s  in  which 
to  discuss  political  issues 
then  they  have  had  since 
Hu  Jintao  came  to  power  in 
2002  to  2004. " 

■  Suzanne  Ogden's  dis¬ 
cussion  had  an  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  focus  than 
Goldman's.

strive  for  democracy. 

"I  think  there  is  a  very 
unfortunate  focus  on 
democracy  and  democrati¬ 
zation  of  China,"  said 
Ogden,  who  wrote 
"Inklings  of  Democracy  in 
China,"  at  the  start  of  her 
talk.  "It  would  be  better  if 
we  focused  on  governance, 
not  on  whether  China  is 
democratic."

If  the  goal  is  to  make 
China  a  better  nation,  she 
said,  the  objective  should 
be  to  improve  governance, 
"not  to  export  formulaic 
democracy." 

"We  need  to  help 
China,  when  asked,  to 
strengthen  transparency 
throughout  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  economic  sys¬ 
tems,  and  strengthen  its 


legal  institutions  This  is 
not  the  same  thing  as 
democratization.  It  is  an 
essential  part  of  good  gov¬ 
ernance,  though.  Legal 
institutions  are  sometimes 
stronger  in  authoritarian 
systems  such  as  Singapore 
than  they  are  in  democratic 
systems." 

More  important  than 
civil  freedoms  and  election 
rights,  China  needs  help 
meeting  development 
goals  such  as  eradicating 


extreme  poverty  and 
hunger,  she  said. 

While  acknowledging 
corruption  in  China,  she 
said  that  "democracy  has 
not  proven  to  be  a  form  of 
government  that  pre¬ 
dictably  either  eliminates 
or  even  lessens  corrup¬ 
tion." 

Transparency,  she  said, 
is  likely  to  have  a  stronger 
impact  on  corruption  than 
a  democratic  electoral  sys¬ 
tem  with  a  legislature. 


"I  think  Taiwan  is  a 
good  example  of  that,  as  is 
India,  and  now,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  the  United  States." 

She  also  questioned 
whether  a  democratic 
China  would  be  better  at 
carrying  out  political, 
administrative,  legal,  and 
economic  reforms  than  its 
current  authoritarian  sys¬ 
tem. 

She  compared  the 
advances  that  authoritarian 
China  has  made  over  the 
last  several  decades  to 
democratic  India. 

Both  Asian  nations 
have  similarly  large  popu¬ 
lations;  China  has  over  1.3 
billion  people  while  India 
has  slightly  over  a  billion 
people. 

Yet  India  has  struggled 
to  provide  the  same  quali¬ 
ty  of  life  levels  that  exist  in 
China.  For  example,  India's 
life  expectancy  rate  at  birth 
is  only  64  years  and 
China's  is  72.  Females  in 
India  have  a  literacy  rate  of 
only  48%  while  in  China 
the  rate  is  86%.  In  addition, 
China's  economy  is 
stronger,  with  a  per-capita

"It's  misleading  to  con¬ 
clude  that  individual 
Chinese  feel  oppressed 
based  on  how  Americans 
might  feel  under  similar 
levels  of  government  con¬ 
trol." 

"When  we  insist  that 
China  democratize,  are  we 
really  asking  that  China 
abandon  its  communist 
ideology  and  institutions, 
or  are  we  asking  China  to 
change  its  culture?  Can  we 
assume  that  the  citizenry 
in  China,  or  any  country 
under  authoritarian  rule, 
regardless  of  culture, 
would  welcome  democrati¬ 
zation  if  the  economy  was 
performing  well...?" 

She  also  noted  that 
some  societies  do  not  suc¬ 
ceed  in  making  the  transi¬ 
tion  to  democracy,  "yet  pay 
a  very  high  price  for  try¬ 
ing." 

At  the  end  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion,  which  about  two- 
dozen  people  attended, 
one  person  stood  up  and 
asked:  "What  is  the  chance 
of  having  a  forum  like  this 
in  China?" 

Ogden's  response:  They 
take  place  all  the  time. 

Then  Goldman  stepped 
in:  The  difference  is  that 
the  forum  would  not  be 
allowed  to  be  published  in 
the  press. 


Report:  Lack 
of  Diversity 
in  Primetime 
Television 

The  Asian  Pacific 
American  Media 
Coalition  reported  this 
week  that  television  net¬ 
works  have  failed  to 
increase  diversity. 

"Primetime  television 
this  season  does  not  mir¬ 
ror  the  realities  of  the 
growing  numbers  of 
Asian  Pacific  Americans 
in  the  USA,"  said  Karen 
K.  Narasaki,  president  of 
the  Asian  American 
Justice  Center,  who  chairs 
the  media  coalition. 

The  report,  which  is 
based  on  data  provided 
by  ABC,  NBC,  CBS,  and 
FOX,  found  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  regular  primetime 
television  roles  for  Asian 
and  Pacific  American 
actors  increased  by  one 
since  last  year  for  a  total 
of  17.  But,  said  Narasaki 
in  a  press  statement,  not 
all  the  regular  roles  held 
by  Asian  actors  "are  truly 
quality  roles."  In  addition, 
she  said,  the  number  of 
Asian  and  Pacific  Islander 
American  actors  in  recur¬ 
ring  roles  fell  at  three  of 
the  four  networks:  NBC, 
CBS  and  FOX. 

While  none  of  the  net¬ 
works  earned  more  than  a 
C+  on  the  coalition's 
"report  card,"  ABC 
received  the  highest  grade 
of  the  four  networks.  FOX 
and  NBC  dropped  to  a  C, 
while  CBS  remains 
unchanged  at  C-.

Avoiding  Alzheimer’s 


Alzheimer's  disease  is  char¬ 
acterized  by  progressive 
destruction  of  nerve  cells, 
leading  to  brain  damage, 
impaired  thinking,  behav¬ 
ior,  and  memory.  It  is  the 
major  cause  of  dementia 
and  affects  approximately 
four  million  people  in  the 
United  States.  Incidence 
among  the  elderly  is  espe¬ 
cially  high.  For  example, 
10%  of  people  over  the  age 
of  65  have  Alzheimer's, 
while  50%  of  people  over 
the  age  of  85  are  afflicted. 

At  the  onset  of  the  dis¬ 
ease,  patients  with 
Alzheimer's  commonly 
experience  only  mild  for¬ 
getfulness.  As  the  disease 
progresses,  patients  typical¬ 
ly  forget  how  to  do  every¬ 
day  activities,  cannot  think 
clearly,  and  may  have  prob¬ 
lems  with  speech  and  cog¬ 
nition.  Alzheimer's 
patients  may  become  anx¬ 
ious,  suspicious  or  aggres¬ 
sive. 

As  of  now,  the  cause  of 
Alzheimer's  is  poorly 
understood.  However,  a 
variety  of  known  factors 
may  contribute  to  the  dis¬ 
ease.  For  example,  increas¬ 
ing  age  and  family  history 
are  the  two  major  risk  fac¬ 
tors  associated  with  late- 
onset  Alzheimer's. 

Although  these  risk  factors 
cannot  be  controlled,  recent 
research  suggests  that 
maintaining  healthy  blood 
pressure,  weight,  and  cho¬ 
lesterol  levels  may  reduce 
the  risk  of  Alzheimer's  dis¬ 
ease. 

In  order  to  diagnose 
Alzheimer's  disease,  the 


physician  must  obtain  a 
thorough  history  and  phys¬ 
ical  exam.  Typically,  the 
physician  will  inquire 
about  the  patient's  general 
health,  past  medical  prob¬ 
lems,  and  ability  to  perform 
daily  activities.  In  addition, 
the  physician  will  conduct  a 
series  of  tests  to  assess 
memory,  brain,  and  ner¬ 
vous  system  function. 

Depending  on  the  situa¬ 
tion,  certain  medical  tests 
or  brain  scans  will  be  car¬ 
ried  out.  With  this  infor¬ 
mation,  the  physician  can 
rule  out  other  diseases  with 
similar  symptoms  and  con¬ 
sequently  make  a  very 
accurate  diagnosis. 
However,  a  definitive  diag¬ 
nosis  can  only  be  made 
when  the  presence  of  brain 
plaques  and  tangles  has 
been  established.  Tangles 
are  defined  as  protein 
strands  that  twist  and  form 
in  the  brain.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  plaques  are  defined 
as  clumps  of  short  proteins 
that  build  up  outside  the 
nerve  cells  of  the  brain. 
Brain  tissue  cannot  be  ana¬ 
lyzed  while  the  patient  is 
alive  and  can  only  be  done 
during  an  autopsy. 
Therefore,  patients  can  only 
have  a  probable  diagnosis. 

After  diagnosis,  the 
patient  typically  lives  from 
eight  to  20  years.  During 
this  time,  Alzheimer's  can 
be  treated  with  prescription 
drugs.  Cholinesterase 
inhibitors  are  often  used  to 
treat  mild  to  moderate 
Alzheimer's.  These  drugs 
work  by  preventing  the 
degradation  of  acetyl- 


Random  Restaurant  Review 

Nori  Knows  Sashimi

Nori  on  Harvard  Street  in 
Brookline  looks  like  any 
typical  Japanese  restaurant. 
Yet  Nori  stands  out  because 
there  is  a  modem,  chic  twist 
to  it.  This  is  reflected  by  the 
furniture,  utensils,  and  even 
the  food. 

The  wait  staff  is  very 
friendly  --  not  to  mention 
patient  as  diners  browse 
through  the  menu,  as  I  did 
there  recently. 

The  maki  and  sushi  selec¬ 
tions  are  very  extensive. 

One  of  the  first  things  I 
noticed  was  the  tuna: 
maguro  (tuna,  $2.25),  chu 
toro  (fatty  tuna,  $3),  and 
toro  (tuna  belly,  $3.85). 

My  passion  for  tuna  has 
never  been  more  obvious. 

Yet  there's  more:  hamachi 
(yellowtail,  $2.45),  anago 
(sea  eel,  $2.50),  wasabi 
tobiko  ($2.50).  The  maki  and 
roll  list  is  impressive  as 
well:  umeshiso  maki  ($4), 


spicy  kani  maki  ($4.50),  tri¬ 
angle  maki  (shrimp  tempu¬ 
ra,  advocado  and  eel  on  top, 
$10),  and  even  Irish  maki 
(tuna,  avocado  and  wasabi 
tobiko  outside,  $8.25).  If  you 
like  that,  check  out  the 
Mexican  rolls.  Tootsie  maki, 
and  bagel  maki. 

Other  items  include 
sauteed  beef  tongue  ($7), 
tempura,  and  teriyaki. 

I  was  taken  a  little  aback  by 
the  low  prices  of  the  raw 
fish.  I  was  skeptical  about 
the  quality.  It  turns  out  the 
sashimi  is  excellent. 

The  seaweed  salad,  how¬ 
ever,  was  good  but  not 
great.  I  was  also  disappoint¬ 
ed  by  the  chicken  skewer, 
which  is  similar  to  a  chicken 
satay.  It  was  a  bit  dry. 

All  in  all,  I  like  this 
restaurant  and  will  come 
back  again  soon  —  especial¬ 
ly  for  the  sashimi.

choline,  a  neurotransmitter 
involved  with  memory  and 
thinking.  Thus,  they  may 
alleviate  behavioral  symp¬ 
toms  of  disease.  Another 
important  category  of 
Alzheimer's  medications  is 
n-methyl  D-aspartate 
(NMDA)  antagonist.  This 
drug  works  by  regulating 
glutamate,  a  brain  chemical 
that  may  cause  brain  cell 
death.  Therefore,  it  may 
prolong  the  patient's  abili¬ 
ty  to  perform  certain  daily 
activities.  While  all  of  these 
drugs  may  help  alleviate 
symptoms,  none  of  them 


treats  the  underlying  cause 
of  brain  damage.  Perhaps 
more  important  than  drugs 
is  the  supportive  care  of 
the  patient.  With  an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  disease  and 
treatment,  caregivers  can 
provide  the  best  quality  of 
life  for  the  patient.
